World Wide Statistics Show Low Rate 
of Mortality for Worker.. 



Kill way employe- follow I 
callin.it more healthful Hihii ul 
most any other, accnnlini: to 
figures compiled from the United 
States censns and compared with 
the snowing from foreign count- 
ries by the Bureau of Railway 
News and Statistics. The OCCO 
natioo of the* railroad man, not 
only in the United State*, bul 
evidently the world ov u r, is 
shown to be amon^j the BOel di« 
rectly conductiveto health, while 
the expectation of life for the 
railway employe is .higher by a 
wide mar {i u than that of the 
average person who works for a 
living. 

Figures for the Uuited States 
covenug twenty-seven industries 
show that for every 1,000 em- 
ployes encased there is a yearly 
:>mrtalitv of about 15, varying 
from 2tf,N ID the case of coopers 
and 26,6 amoai flour and iprial 
mill workers to- only 0,1 amoag 
plumbers and tras and steam fit- 
ters. % 

How low in this ftCa la of nun 
taiitv the railroad man stands is 
shown by the fact that "steam 
railway employee" report only 
I0.N deaths per 1,000, compared 
with lo for all classes. Most sit 
ni&ctuit in the ■bowing for rail- 
way men is the scaricty of dftatbl 
due to bodily infirmities, for 
while deaths due to accidents are 
higher than in any of the other 
occupations reporting, mortality 
iue to tuberculosis, pneumouia, 
heart disease and diseases of the 
nervous system is so far below 
thae for almost any other calling 
that the total deaths per 1,000.

Friends of good roads sUoulU add to 
their usual afgnmeata one which Is 
not so frequently used, but Is very Im- 
portant -BUM I) th.it pood rouds aro 
direct aids to bunltution. 

Weeds and other rank vegetable 
^rowtlis are prolific breeders of flieb, 
mosquitoes and other disease carrying 
Insects. Bound road building causes 
the removal of weeds and similar 
trash. Weed and brush undergrowths 
by the roadside Invite deposit of gar- 
bage and offal Hood roads do away 
with thPKe disease breeding agencies. 

(iood roads also prevent disease by 
providiuK good draluage. Many farms 
have no drainage except by ditches 
along in- side of I he road. Open 
ditcheH, clear of brush and debris, of 
hard surface aud proper fall ufford 
farms an opportunity to rid thera- 
bile, of stagnant pools. 

Oiling of roads destroys Insect lar- 
vae. DVgi hard roads also enable pe- 
destrians, especially the thousands of 
•cbool children who, In country locall 
ties, walk quite a distance U> and from 
•cbool, to keep their sboea aud stock- 
logs dry, thus preventing colds, and 
their frequent consequeucee. pneu- 
monia and tuberculosis.

THIS IS A WAR THAT IS NOT A WAR 



The Kens' News Wats— I 
WashliiKton. II. C, Apr. 
(By .1. K. Jones | 

While a country was impatiently 
waiting for tbe Senate o! the I'm tec] 
sjta'es to pass a retolutioa uph il l 
bjg the action of the President in 
ueitia armed force In Mexico, that 
trreat bodv was deliberately choos- 
ing a pathway to be traveled w! ich 
would I' :n •- ttie record of t'ouitress 
absidillely plmn. The President 

had adi lishsd Cougress that it 

must, under no eireomstauees com- 
mit the American govei iioient to 

"war" upon Mexico. The act of 

lite I nited Htates was to be direc- 
ted. accnrditiK to the President, 
against the Muerta faction ipronoun- 
ced Wherta.) which Waehiugum has 
relused to recognize as a govern- 
ment. The President told Congress 
in liie speech: "I come to ask your 
approval.'' And before that approv- 
al was obtained Vera Oral wae in 
the hands of the Americau navy. 

We sat in the Heuate gallery all 
through the afternoon, and the long 
Blftbtn and watched one of the great- 
est scenes enacted in that ^Chamber 
since the Spanish-American war. 
Some people may say that the Re- 
publicans sought to make a partisan 
issue, and if sucli wae the Intention 
they certainly have left a clear rec- 
ord. The administration iorces 
stood firm for the resolution that 
came from the Coininlttee.aud which 
it was charged, "was written on a 
White House typewriter." This 
resolution ■•justified" the President, 
because of the refusal ot Huerta to 
salute the Stars and Stripes, aud lor 
two or three minor instances of offi- 
cial insult by Huetra. On this plat 
form the Democrats stood pat. The 
Repnblicans iu their resolutions— 
tbe principal one of which was that 
introduced by Senator Lodge, reci- 
ted tbatxeuerally chaotic communis 
ol Mexico, and held that these con- 
ditions should form 'he basis of <>ur 
action against Huerta. Mauy as- 
serted that the instances cited by 
tbe President did not furnish a gooJ 
reason for the use of armed force, 
aud several Senators took the issue 
that the apology in the form offered 
by Huerta. was all that the United 
Slates should demand. There was 
no thought, or charge, in that Cham- 
ber, that the Senators were quibb- 
ling, aud when tbe minority resolu- 
tions were all defeated, the Repub- 
licans had eiade their point piala 
that it was only the method of ap- 
proval for which they fought, aud 
the Senate at I DM in the morning 
sustained the president absolutely- 
only thirteen members voted against 
tbe resolution oflered by the admin- 
istration. 

II the latest move iu Mexico is 
successful it will be said that a uni- 
ted and patriotic congress '-upheld 
the President." If our now Mexican 
policy is a failure, then the Kepub- 
licaue in the uext campaign will 
produce the record made by them 
to lay all the hlauie on the De.no- 
cratic Administration Call this 
patriotism, politics, or what you 
Will— nevertheless that's the w«y it 
was fixed iu Cougreaa. 

Ninety- seven Congressmen voted 
to reduco their own salaries from 
*7 rsJO to *«,t)00 a few days ago— but 
there were 206 in opposition, aud 
had there been any real danger of 
this proposition goiug through, 
about ninety ot the ninety-seven 
would have a speedy method of 
chaugiug their votes. The Repre- 
sentatives as a rule are very much 
unpiessetl with UMH own rtieatness, 
and their confidential opinion is 
that they "working" altogether too 
cheap. 

A lew years ago inanv legislators 
throughout the couutry started tu 
advocate cuttiug out railroad passe, 
direct primaries, restriced cauipaigu 
contributions, and a lot of other 
things they uevei wauted. Rut the 
public took up the suggestions, aud 
so thoroughly approved, that the 
public servants had to carry tbe 
propositions through la order to 
save their jobs. But the lesson does 
not seem to have suuk home, and 
the Congressmen who aie still try- 
lug to Jolly the voters with the uo- 
tion that thev are geuuine reform- 
ers, will wake up some dav to the 
fact that the couutry thoroughly 
appioves the idea of a cut lu their 
salaries— aud theu they are guiug to 
be verv sorry. Some of lb* mem- 
bers will get so mad that they will 
conclude they can't afford It," aud 
will tto back home aud practice law 
aud if they Ale lucky uiauv of them 
will -• et about half of that six thous- 
and when they bave to depend on 
tbe results of a private real, geuu- 
Nu rustling.

sawed oak or other substantial wood, 
2 by X Inches. After a log Is split, glv- 
lag two flat, faced slabs, bore three 
two-Inch hol»s In each slab, aa shown 
In drawing, connect the slabs, facing 
the same direction, with three stakea 
or rounded 3 by 3s long enough to 
leave three feet of space between the 
■labs after the connecting pieces have 
been driven into the holes Two or 
thre,. planks can be nailed to these 
pieces, affording a place for the driver 
to stand, and. at the aauie time, 
Strengthening the drag. 1'se a . ham 
or strong rope fur attachment to the 
doubletree. Supposing the drug to 
face weet, :vml assuming that a chain 
Is used, fasten one end of the chain to 
or around the left hand outside con 
Reeling brace, h-lfing the ch.«ln pass 
over the top of the slab. If attached 
to t ho face of the slab, near the left 
haiiJ end. the chain would Interfere 
with the movement of dirt toward that 
end of the drag.

The question of federal sld for food 
road* looms large A Joint committee 
of the senate and house, with Senium 
Itoiirne. Oregon (the father of the 
parcel post bill) chairman, la now in- 
vestigating the entire subject with 
every likelihood of a report being sub 
mitted rnvorsble to the general pro 
Ject. The main subject under inves 
ligation at present is the manner in 
which federal aid when finally forth 
coming shall lie distributed, whether 
to the states according to their popu 
Imi inns- their area or the mileage of 
their highways. In a recent magazine 
article Senator Bourne expressed 111 lit 
•elf as favorable to a plan which 
shall combine all three of these ele- 
ments, Inasmuch us It would not be 
fair to gram more aid to Khode Island, 
for instance, than to Iowa, although 
the population of the former state Is 
Black larger than that of the latter; 
or more aid to Nevada, for Instain • 
than to Nebraska, although the former 
stale is much larger In area than tie- 
latter; or to some state which has 
already solved the good roads ptob 
lem by thousands of miles of good 
road*, leaving a slate with Impassable 
Highways suffering because of lack of 
the necessary aid 

With federal and and stale aid katk 
midline in an Impetus Is being given 
to road kalltllng greater than teal 
before. The statement mi made that 
l&Ot.OOl a day is being spent for good 
roads in this coiiniry. but the general
